were) T enants in Common with the 


Rich in their Poſſeſſions, and their 


(Aae) Love- Feaſts were but the Re- 
jults of this Divine Diſpoſition. But 


theſe High Flights of Charity ſoon 


flaggd, their Zeal languiſh'd and 


dwindled by Degrees, and that Bro- 
therly Kindneſs, which then was the di- 
13 Character of a Chriſtian, 
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(Ecce quam ſe diligunt Chriſtians!) ſooh * 
degenerated into Sourneſs and Self- 
intereſt, inſomuch that the Chriſtian 
Emperors, upon neceflary Maxims o 
State, were forc d to enact Laws, and 
eſtabliſh Edicts, whereby the Rich, and 
Men of Ability, might be oblig'd to do 
that by Compulſion which they were 


not willing to do out of Choice: And 
ſuch politick Conſtitutions were cer- 


tainly founded upon good Conſfidera- 


tion. Within the reſpective Precincts 
and Diviſions, there were certain ſtated 
Allowances aſſign d for them which 
avoided Confuſion, and every Perſon 
being proportionably rated according to 
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his Ability, renderd the Conduct of 


this important Affair more calic and im- 
partial. 
The Reaſon of the Numeroſity of the 
Poor in our Age above what was for- 
merly, has by many been differently aſ- 
ſign d. I have oft thought of the Opini- 
on of Madbham Wyndham, by him deliver d 
at the King's Bench: © We hear (faith 


he) little of any ſettled Law for the | 


Relief of the Poor before Q. Elizabeth's 
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Time, for they enereas d much upon 


the Diſſolution of Abbies. It is not 
to be doubted but thoſe Religious Hou- 
"ſes (which were many, and richly en- 
dow d) might and did adminiſter great 
Supplies to the poor Neighbourhood, 


44 and the Hoſpitalities of Lords and 


o Country Gentlemen (being in thoſe 
Times very faſhionable) were con- 


ſiderable Aſſiſtances to their Depen- 


dants. But in the Time of that wiſe 


Princeſs, when Trade flouriſh'd, Com- 
merce improvd, and England became 
denizen d with Perſia, China, and Peru; 
then the Foreign Commodities and 


Luxuries were imported together, and 
Plenty produced ſuch an Habitual Idle- 


neſs, that the Stateſmen of thoſe Days 
ſaw it neceſſary to advance Ways and 


Methods to force the ſlothful Poor to 
work, and the Rich to contribute: 
And yet their Deſigns have not an- 
ſwer'd. We have Swarms of Poor 
ſtill, and young luſty Beggars (thoſe 
Spectacula opprobrii in a well regulated 


| State) make up a conſiderable Part of 


our People. {OA | 
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I have been much delighted, with a 


ſofter Names than thofe of PBridecyell, 
Houſes of Correction, and Work-houſes, 
and good Management, would .invite 
the young Ones into a working Society 
with Credit and Delight, and their 


Continuance there for a ſtated Time 


ſhould be equivalent to an Appren- 
ticeſhip. And then Induſtry and Emu- 
lation in 'Trade would be faſhionable, 
and the Criminals might receive Chaſ- 
tiſement in ſeparate Places. It muſt be. 
confeſs d we have now excellent Laws 
relating to the Poor, were they duly 
executed, and the Execution thereof 
well encouraged and rewarded; and 
many have wrote upon them. 1 have

The Name and Office of Overſeer is noted by 


Mr. Dalton to be of great Antiquity and Excel- 
| lency; for though they are ſo denominated with 
i Refpect to their Employment, yet that Employ- 
ment or Office muſt needs be honourable, ſeeing 
God himſelf taketh Care for the Poor, and hath 

a ſpecial 1 to their Neceſſities; and con- 


ſequently thoſe, who well officiate in this Office, 
do therein reſemble God himſelf; and therefore 


the Juſtices of Peace, who, by the Stat. 43 Flix. 
have the Appointing of theſe Overſeers, ought 
therein to be _ careful in chuſing ſubſtantial 


and prudent Perſons, having a Competency of 


| Wealth and Wiſdom, and, above all, Men of In- 
tegrity and a good Conſcience. 


The Office of theſe Overſeers conſiſts princi-

pally in two Things: 1. In taxing and raifing 
Contributions of Money for Relief of the Poor: 


2. In the legal and proper Diſtribution thereof. 


I. In theſe Taxations, Confideration muſt be 


| had, 1. ro Eguality; and, 2. to the Eſtate. E- 
quality, for that Men ought to be equally rated: 


> with. 
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with their Neighbours, and by an equal and 
full Proportion. ſtates fall under a double Re- 
ſpe&, viz. 1. According to the known yearly 


Value of their Lands or Farms in the Pariſh+ 


2. According to the Value of their Bona notabilia 
or known Goods. And neither of theſe are to be 
charged by Suppoſition or Report. And Mr. Dal- 
ros thinks ſome Regard ought to be had to the 
Burthen or Charge of a Man's Family; for if 
one having 500. in Stock, c. hath but himſelf 
to maintain, he ought to be rated as high as an- 
other who hath 100 J. with a Wife and Family. 


II. As to the Diſtribution of theſe Taxations, 


it is priniapally for three Purpoſes, v12.

1. For ſetting the Poor at Work; in Order to 
which the Overſcers and Juſtices are enabled by 
the ſaid Statute, 1. To raiſe a Stock; 2. To erect 
Workhouſes; 3. To ſet up Trades; 4. To pro- 
vide Materials; and, 5. To compel ſuch Poor 
(as are able) to work, c. | 

2. For relieving the impotent Poor; which is 


done by weekly, monthly, or other Diſtributions 
of Money or other Neceſſaries to them. And 
this ought to be done with ſuch Diſcretion and 


Moderation, as, 1. Not ſuperfluous, that there- 
by they may not be encouraged in Idleneſs, or to 


Indulge their Impotency ; and 2. Not too ſmall, 
and ſcanty, that ſo they may not be induced to 


beg or ſteal, nor prove a lingering Death unto 


them. 


3. For putting out Apprentices ; and this has 


ever been eſteem'd one of the beſt Expedients of 


providing for the Poor, being not only a Work 
of the higheſt Charity and Mercy towards ſuch 
Children as arc ſo put out, in fitting and enabling 


them

The Court was moved to quaſh an 
Ee Indictment of Aſſault and Battery of an Overſeer 
VPillæ de A. in the Execution of his Office. 1. Ex- 
© ception was, It ſhould have been Overſeer Paro- 
if chie; there is no ſuch Officer as Overſeer Ville. 
If 2. There is no ſuch Officer as Collector for the Poor 
appointed for any one Man by the Law; the Sta- 
tute faith, There ſhall be Overſeers of the Poor 
in every Pariſh, and ſo the Office is joint, and 
„ not ſeveral. But both Exceptions were over-ruled 
by the Court. Sryle's Rep. 148. Anonym. 
Nou becaule ſeveral Pariſhes, which are large, 
and had many Villages in the ſame, could not 
take the Benefit of this Act, it being inconve- 
nient becauſe of the Multitude and Diſtance of 
Hamlets and 'Townſhips: Therefore a Clauſe was 
added by the Statute 14 Car.

Vigabond is one who idly wanders about, having 
no certain Houſe, Habitation, or Place of Reſi- 
dence, and is ſaid to be /i, Re, ſine Fide, ſine 
Spe, ine Sede. A Beggar is called Mendicus, 
quaſi mann dicens, or ſpeaking with his Hand, it 
being the Cuſtom of old for ſuch a one to hold 
his Hand in Silence. 
And yet it ſeems by the ſeveral Statutes made 
for the Puniſhment of Rogues and Vagabonds, c. 
as if theſe Words in their legal Senſe imported 
one and the ſame Thing; for as a Vagabond in

And where 
Pariſhes are large, containing ſeveral

T Common Law there was no Provifion by 
Rates for the Poor. 

But by this Statute the Churchwardens of 
every Pariſh, and four, three, or two ſubſtantial 
Houſholders there (according to the Greatneſs of 
the Pariſh) are to be nominated yearly in Eaſter 
Week, or within one Month after, under the 
Hands and Seals of two Juſtices of the Peace, 
(Quorum unis, dwelling in or near the ſame Pa- 
riſh, or in the Divifion where the Pariſh lies) 
who ſhall be called Overſeers of the Poor for the 


lame Pariſh. 


Nore, If it happen Overſeers be not appointed 
according to this Statute of 43 Elis. c. 2. then 
| every

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every Juſtice of Peace, or Head Officer of that 
* Diviſion or Corporation, ſhall forfeit 5 /. to be 
© levied by a Seſſions Warrant, and employ'd to 
the Uſe of the Pariſhes where ſuch Default is 
made. By the firſt Branch of this Statute, The 
© Overſeers, or the greateſt Part of them, ſhall take 
Order from Timeto T ime, by and with the Conſent 
' of two or more Fuſtlices of the Peace in the ſame 
County, whereof one to be of the Quorum, for ſet- 
ring toxeorkthe Children of all ſuch whoſe Parents 
Hall not by the Churchwardens and Overſeers, or 


the greateſt Part of them, be thought able to keep 


and maintain their Children; aud alſo for ſetting 
zo work all fuch Perſons, married or unmarried, 


having no Means to maintain them, and uſe 10 or- 


dinary and daily Trade of Life to get their Li- 
ving by; and alſo to raiſe weekly, or otherwiſe, (by 
Taxation of every Tnhabitant, Parſon, Vicar, aud 
other, and of every Occupier of Lands, Houſes, 
Tithes iiupropriate, Propriations of Tithes, Coal- 
Mines, or faleable Underwoods, in the ſaid Pariſh, 
in ſuch competent Sum and Sums of Money as they 


fall think fit) a convenient Stock of Flax, Hemp, 


IWooll, Thread, Iron, and other Mare and Stiff, to 
ſet the Poor on Work: Aud alſo competent Sums of 
Money fer and trwardas the neceſſary Relief of the 
Lame, linpotent, Old, Blind, and ſuch other among 
eiu being Poor, aud not able to work. 


Oljerve, Any one Juſtice of the Peace may 
ſend to the Houſe of Correction or Common 
Gaol ſuch as ſhall not employ themſelves to 
work, being appointed thereto by the Church- 
wardens and Overſeers of the Poor of the Pariſh.

Power given to the Overſeers to raiſe 
Stocks, by rating the Pariſhioners, and ſetting 
the Poor at work, 9104 vid. p. 1, z. but that Law is 
deficient, and doth not anſwer the Ends and 
Purpoſes deſign d. I diſtinguiſh Work-houſes 


from Houſes of Correction, for Perſons will not 


_ willingly apply themſelves thither 3 whereas if 
a good Courſe were taken, and good Uſage in 


Stocks and Proviſion, with orderly Management, 
it would be rather a Society or College of Artifi- 
cers, than a Bridewell, and the Work would be 
cheerſully carry'd on. 1. There is no Power in 
the Juſtices of Peace, or ſome ſuperintendent 
Power, to compel the Raifing of a Stock, where 
the Churchwardens and Overſeers negie& it.

I Shall now come to that which hath been full 
of Perplexity in our Books, and which hath 
created more Trouble to the Officers and Juſtices, 
than any one Point of this Law; (v2z.) Settle- 
ments, Removals, Diſturbances, ' £5c. 5 
And in this, I ſhall conſider how the Law 
hath been, and wherein it is alter'd, that ſo we 
may the better know how it ſtands at this Day. 


And 
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And this in Reference to the Poor in general, 
and Servants, and Baſtard-Ch ildren particularly. 

Now as to the Places of ſettling, they are two, 
the Place of one's Birth, and the Place of laſt 
Settlement, if it may be known. Vagrant 
Rogues are to be ſent to their Place of Birth, 
others to the Places of their laſt Settlement; and 


therefore, if one be born in one Pariſh, and at- 


terwards is an Inhabitant, or in Service in another 


Pariſh, if he grow poor and impotent, or wan 
der, he muſt be found by that Town wherein he 


dwelt, and not to be ſent to his Place of Birth ; 
But if he turn a Vagabond, ſturdy Rogue, he 
mult be ſent to the Place of his Birth. 2 2Bul- 
ftrode 352. Rejbl. 9. By 12 A. Sefl. c. 23. con- 
cerning Vagrants. If a Vagrant be apprehend'd, 
he ſhall be ſent to the Place he was laſt legally 


ſlettled at, and not to the Place of his Birth. 


Thoſe that have Houſes when their Terms are 
expird, and Servants whoſe Time of Service is 
ended, if they are not impotent, are to provide 
themſclves Houſes and Places; if they cannot, they 
are to be ſet to work by the Overſcers, if able; 
but if ſuch Perſons wander abroad, begging out of 
the Pariſh, then they ſhall be ſent as Vagabonds 
to the Place of their Birth.

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End of the Reign of Richard 1. circumvented by 
them, and forced to retreat to the Caſtle of Ro- 
zhelent in Flintſhire, where they ſtraitly beſieged 
him. He preſently ſends to his Conſtable of 
_ Cheſhire, vis. one Roger Lacy, who for his fierce 
Spirit was ſurnamed Hell, ordering him to bring 
what Forces he could preſently get together for 
his Relief; whereupon, it being Midſummer-day, 
and a great Fair then held at Cheſter, Reger gets 
together a tumultuous Rout of Fidlers, Players, 
Coblers, and debauched Perſons, both Men and 
Women, and marches immediately towards the 
Earl; and the Velſb perceiving a great Multitude 


coming, raiſed the Siege and ficd. 


The Earl being thus freed, comes back with | 


his Conſtable to Cheſter, and by a Charter gives 
him Power over all the Fidlers, Letchers, Whores 
and Shoemakers in Cheſter, in Reward and Me- 
mory of this Service, to him and his Heirs. 
Afterwards about the End of King John, or 
Beginning of Henry III. Roger Lacy being dead, 
his Son John by Deed grants to one High Dutton,
